L.D.  O'M  ire 
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Living  in  Faith  •  1  Peter  4:12-19 


The  phrase  "it’s  all  in  your  head*  has 
a  lot  of  truth  to  it  Christians  have  to  win 
their  spiritual  battles  in  their  minds  be¬ 
fore  they  can  experience  victory  in  their 
lives.  In  today’s  text  Peter  encourages 
Christiana  to  face  their  trials  with  faith. 

Three  words  emerge  from  the  text 
that  will  help  Christians  on  the  path  to 
victory  in  their  trials. 

1.  REALIZE 

Dear  friends,  do  not  be  sur¬ 
prised  at  the  painful  trial  you  are 
suffering,  as  though  something 
strange  were  happening  to  you  (v. 


pate  iu  the  sufferings  of  Christ, 
so  that  you  may  he  overjoyed 
when  his  glory  is  revealed.  If  you 
are  insulted  because  of  the  name 
of  Christ,  you  are  blessed,  for  the 
Spirit  of  glory  and  of  God  rests 
on  you  (v.  13-14). 

The  second  step  to  victory  in  trials, 
after  realizing  they  are  normal,  is  to 
learn  to  find  joy  in  the  midst  of  them. 
Christians  can  rejoice  in  trials,  be¬ 
cause  far 


in  trials  is  to  realize  that  trials  don't 
mean  that  God  is  punishing  you,  that 
you  are  not  saved,  that  God  doesn’t  love 
you,  that  you  are  out  of  His  will  or  that 
you  have  done  anything  wrong.  Sincere 
Christians  have  sensitive  hearts.  Their 
first  thought  in  the  midst  of  a  trial  is 
"what  have  1  done  wrong?"  "Why  is  God 
punishing  me?" 

The  whole  book  of  1  Peter  reveals 
that  trials  come  to  all  Christians.  It  is 
not  a  matter  of  "if"  we  will  have  trials, 
but  “when"  we  have  trials  how  will  we 
handle  them?  Peter  encourages  us  to  re¬ 
alize  that  trials  are  a  normal  part  of  the 
Christian  life.

C  iristian  will  not  suffer  for  Christ, 
N  cause  there  is  no  evidence  in  his 
lile  that  he  is  a  Christian.  But  a  godly 
t  hristian,  who  is  led  by  the  Spirit  of 
*>od,  has  the  image  of  Christ  branded 
in  his  life.  Jnst  as  Christ,  the  righ- 
eous  one,  suffered  at  the  hands  of  the 
ungodly,  His  followers  will  experience 
some  of  the  same. 

The  light  of  Christ,  reflected  in  the 
‘  in’s  life,  will  expose 


(v.  15-19,  HIV). 

The  third  step  on  the  path  to  victory 
in  trials  is  to  resolve  to  he  committed 
to  Christ  regardless  of  circumstances. 
Satan  uses  our  trials  as  opportunities 
to  get  footholds  in  our  lives  that  divert 
us  from  serving  the  Lord.  We  have  al¬ 
ready  seen  that  Satan  was  behind  all 
of  the  trials  in  Job’s  life  in  an  effort 
to  make  him  forsake  serving  God.  But 


sincere  Christian’s  life,  will  expose 
darkness  in  others.  They  may  hate 
you,  even  though  you  have  done  noth¬ 
ing  to  them.  Rejoice  in  knowing  this 


Job  resolved  to  be  committed  tc  God 
even  on  pain  of  death. 

Today  we  have  churches  that  are 
free  to  worship  God  in  spirt  and  in 
truth,  as  well  as  the  printed  Word  of 
God  because  of  the  blood  of  the  mar¬ 
tyrs.  They,  like  Job,  resolved  on  pain 
of  death  to  be  true  to  God  and  His 
Word  at  all  cost.  They  would  not  give 
in  to  insults,  difficulties,  persecution 
or  suffering  of  any  kind. 

In  the  first  century,  Christian  re¬ 
solve  turned  the  Roman  world  upside 
down.  Christianity  became  the  official 
religion  of  Rome  and  the  entire  world. 
After  the  Dark  Ages,  Christian  resolve 
resulted  in  the  Bible  being  printed 
and  mass  produced  in  the  language  of 
the  people.  The  Reformation  was  born 
out  of  that  resolve.  The  future  of  the 
church  depends  on  Christians  with 
the  same  resolve.

From  Failure  to  Action  •  John  18:15-18,  25-27;  21:15-19,  Acts  4:13,  18-20 


We've  gone  from  Failure  to  Salva¬ 
tion,  from  Failure  to  Direction,  From 
Failure  to  Correction,  and  finally  now 
its  time  to  execute.  (Remember  even 
good  intentions  count  for  something.) 
"hen  we  make  what  in  our  minds  is 
a  valiant  attempt  at  being  a  Christian, 
-but  fail,  we  think  this  must  be  toe  hard. 
Peter  with  his  grandiose  plans,  experi¬ 
enced  a  public  failure,  but  was  restored 
to  a  place  of  magnificence.  The  design 
■s  that  it  can  happen  with  us  as  well. 

When  we  break  a  leg  bone,  do  we  just 
cut  it  off  and  throw  it  away?  We  doctor 
it,  rehab  it,  pet  it,  encourage  it,  and  use 
it  again.  Oftentimes  it’s  stronger  than 
ever.  Our  Lord  ia  always  watching  and 
"siting  for  our  return  after  a  failurefs), 
and  He  receives  us  with  restoration  in 
mind.

After  Jesus' arrest,  Peter  three  times 
denied  even  knowing  Him,  much  less 
being  with  him  and  being  a  follower. 
Peters  heart  was  right  in  that  be  ac¬

After  the  crudfixio  i  and  resurrec¬ 
tion,  Jesus  said  "Folio*  me"  and  Peter 


knew  be  had  been  completely  restored 
to  his  discipleship  and  to  the  ministry 
of  his  lord.  He  had  been  subjected  to 
the  deepest  level  of  repentance  but  a 
place  of  leadership  was  his  reward. 
This  open  restoration  was  necessary 
for  all  hearers  to  know  there  was  no  lin¬ 
gering  blot  on  his  person  and  therefore 
no  reason  to  despise  the  Gospel.  Pe¬ 
ter  rises  a  new  man,  not  disgraced,  but 
with  foil 
authority 
and  cour¬ 
age  to  face 
the  weak, 
the  evil, 
and  un¬ 
steady,  the 
dull  and 
sluggish, 
compelled 
by  the  lore 
and  saving 
grace  of  Christ. 

Christ  commands  to  "feed  my 
lambs,  take  care  of  my  sheep,  govern 
them  spiritually",  and  be  freed  from 
the  disgraceful  blot,  so  that  you  may 
be  bold.  Here  is  the  lesson  for  all  min¬ 
isters  of  the  Gospel  to,  without  reser¬ 
vations,  take  positive  action  on  the 
heels  of  failure,  be  empowered  by  the 
promises  laid  out  for  us  all.  Christ  says 
‘My  sheep"  hear  my  voice  and  follow 
me  (they  do  not  recognize  a  stranger’s 
voice).  I  find  this  so  consoling 


Christ  equips  Peter  for  the  impend¬ 
ing  warfare,  lie  must  be  prepared  to 
die  when  it  becomes  necessity.  Satan  is 
forever  on  the  prowl,  and  ministers  are 
to  see  after  the  sheep  but  also  cope  with 
tbe  wolves.  V.  18  -19  "...and  lead  you 
where  you  do  not  want  to  go"  warning 
Peter  oif  a  violent  death.  To  have  a  nat¬ 
ural  desire  to  leave  our  physical  body 
is  repugnant  to  nature.  We  see  Jesus 
himself 
asking  to 
be  deliv¬ 
ered  from 
death, 
but  out 
of  obe- 
d  i  e  n  c  e 
to  his 
Father 
He  with¬ 
stood.  All 
believers 
have  a  goal  to  glorify  God  in  life  and  in 
death.  The  blessed  resurrection  of  the 
Son  of  God  brings  a  soothing  message 
filled  with  comfort. 

Acts  4313, 18-20 

Those  who  walk  with  Jesus  become 
like  Him.  Jesus  tutored  12  men  for  3 
years  so  they  could  become  like  Him, 
and  would  be  able  to  imitate  Him.  In  1 
Cor.  11:1  (HIV  Study  Bible)  Paul  says 
"Follow  my  example,  as  I  follow  the  ex¬ 
ample  of  Christ",  Christ  being  supreme. 


Is  it  safe  or  detrimental  for  someone  to 
imitate  us?  Is  there  evidence  of  resto¬ 
ration,  of  boldness  in  our  speech,  and 
can  we  declare  ‘We  can't  do  anything 
but  speak  what  we  saw  and  heard  and 
learned  from  the  Master?" 

Our  ethical  standards,  family  rela¬ 
tionships,  attitude,  choice  of  friends, 
personal  character,  etc.  serve  as  our 
witness.  We  can’t  shrink  from  living 
for  Him  due  to  one  or  more  failures. 
Peter  and  John  drew  a  crowd  with  their 
boldness  of  speech  and  their  healing 
powers.  The  hard  core  onlookers  knew 
Peter  and  John  had  been  with  some¬ 
one  special  because  we  unconsciously 
become  like  those  with  whom  we  as¬ 
sociate. 

They  were  stunning  the  elitists  with 
their  miracles,  and  out  of  exasperation, 
the  rulers  had  to  warn  the  apostles  not 
to  speak  in  Christ's  name  again.  Peter 
made  a  statement  that  stands  with  Lu¬ 
ther's  declaration  at  the  Diet  of  Worms. 
(Acts  4:19-20  sets  up  the  New  Testa- ' 
ment  church.)  They  weir  undaunted 
and  knew  they  had  to  blazon  what  they 
had  been  fed.  If  not  them,  who  would, 
who  could?  The  spectators  knew  the 
miracles  were  from  God  and  were  un¬ 
able  to  contradict  or  explain.  Oh,  Lord, 
how  divine  is  Thy  plan!
